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Official ground-breaking 

New interchange expected to spur business, construction

With a decade long wait ap- 
parently over, the Romulus 
economy received a massive 
jump start into the 21st Cen- 


tury last week, as a unique 
private-public economic de- 
velopment project was kicked 
off with the aid of Gov. John 
Engler, shortly after the school 
district and city begun what is 
hoped will become a “new era 


of co-operation.” 

The second portion of the 
team action occurred first (see 
related story) as the Romulus 
Community School District, 
the City Council and the local 
Tax Increment Financing Au- 


thority (TIFA) Board approved 
a settlement between the 
three parties and a suit against 
the TIFA board and the city by 
the school district was 
dropped. 

But the bigger news flash 
was that Engler was appearing 
in Romulus on Friday to help 
celebrate the ground-breaking 
for the long awaited Vining 
Road-Interstate-94 inter- 
change that hopefully will lead 
to massive economic develop- 
ment (Metro World) and heavy 
job creation in the western 
portion of Wayne County. 

The $12 million interchange 
that will provide an alternate 
route to Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport and will be paid for 
through an innovative partner- 
ship between local and federal 
governments and private de- 
velopers “can get the job done, 
better, faster and for less 
money,” Engler stated proudly. 

It is hoped the project can 
begin next spring and be com- 
pleted in about two years, state 
transportation and city offi- 
cials said. Approximately $5 
million of the cost will be sup- 
plied by developers and local 
government, Engler said, 
while the remaining $7 million 
will be picked up by Federal 
Highway Administration. 

Engler also announced “no 
state funds will be used” for 
this project. 

“I’m proud that developers 
like the Ecclestone Organiza- 


tion and Hines Interests are 
working with the city of Ro- 
mulus to make Metro World 
Centre a reality,” Engler con- 
tinued. 

Metro World is a 700-acre 
planned community that is ex- 


pected to include an office 
complex, sports facility, a con- 
ference center, discount shop- 
ping and residential 
development.

School district 
drops lawsuit

The Romulus Community 
School District has agreed to 
drop its lawsuit against the 
city, Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski and the Tax In- 
crement Finance Authority 
(TIFA), in return for an upfront 
payment of $480,000 and a 
pledge that the city will not 
“capture” $90,000 in new 
school taxes during the years 
of 1994, 1995 and 1996. 

The $90,000 (approximate 
figure) is based on the in- 
creased millage that will re- 
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sult if the Tuesday millage 
question was approved by the 
voters. A story on the success 
or failure of the school millage 
vote will appear in the Sunday 
Eagle and Enterprise. 

Wayne County Circuit Court 
Chief Judge James Rashid de- 
veloped the above agreement 
this summer, following the fil- 
ing of the suit by the school 
district in 1992. 

The eight-page document 
has been approved by the gov- 
erning bodies and TIFA board 
and needs only now to be 
signed by City Treasurer 
James Napiorkowski to be-

New owners take over newspaper 


Sale of the newspaper chain 
with a more than 100-year his- 
tory was completed Friday 
when Mike and Kathy Wilcox 
assumed ownership of Associ- 
ated Newspapers from David 
and Susan Willett. 

When turning over opera- 
tion of Associated Newspapers 
to its new owners, David Will- 
ett, former president of the six- 
newspaper chain, said it was 
time to “pass the baton on to 
the next runner.” 

He compared the news- 
paper business, with its many 
opportunites and challenges, 
to a race - a race to meet dead- 
lines as well as a race to sur- 
vive in the competitive 
marketplace. 

The six individual commu- 
nity newspapers will retain 
their names, but the publica- 
tion will be called Michigan 
Community Newspapers. 

Wilcox emphasized that he 
will continue the tradition of 
the six communities news- 
papers while introducing 
some innovations to build 
readership. 

The new owner of the news-

paper chain shares a similar 
background to the former 
owner. Both grew up in the 
newspaper business under the 
guidance of their fathers, and 
have many years of experience 
in the communications field. 

Wilcox served as general 
manager of Associated News- 
papers for a year before finaliz- 
ing the purchase. He owned 
several other newspapers, in- 
cluding The Reminders in north 
Oakland County. 

The Associated Newspapers 
mark their beginning with the 
founding of The Belleville Enter- 


prise in 1886. Thirty years later, 
the Enterprise was merged with 
the Romulus Roman as the En- 
terprise-Roman. After the pub- 
lications were sold twice, Ray 
Clift and his partner, Lewis 
Robson, formed Associated 
Newspapers, Inc. purchasing 
The Wayne Eagle, The Inkster. 
Ledger-Star and The Garden 
City Guardian. 

In 1950, Wesley Willett, fa- 
ther of David Willett, joined 
Associated Newspapers first as 
general manager, then co-pub- 
lisher and finally as a partner. 
The Eagle newspapers ex- 
panded into the separate pub- 
lications for Wayne, Nankin 
(later Westland) and Canton. 

The newspaper chain was 
sold to Panax Corp. in 1968, 
and after nine years, the news- 
paper conglomerate negoti- 
ated a deal to sell the 
newspapers to David Willett 
who has published the six 
newspapers since that time. 

The Willetts will continue to 
operate Eagle Graphics, the 
production portion of the 
newspaper, from the same 
location. 


Schools to observe King holiday

We wanted to 
honor him.” 

Bargaining units for the 
teacher’s union and board of 
education agreed to the calen- 
dar change which becomes ef- 


fective during the 1995-96 
school year. Reece said the 
calendar adjustment was not 
made this school year due to a 
lack of time. 

“We did not agree to the cal- 
endar until late August,” he 
said. 

The nationally observed 
holiday is celebrated on the 
third Monday in January.

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Wife, children help state candidate campaign

The evolution of political 
campaigns has changed a great 
deal just in the past decade for 
22nd District State Represen- 
tative Gregory Pitoniak (D- 
Taylor), who now also repre- 
sents residents and businesses 
in Romulus. 

Pitoniak admits that in 1981, 
when he first ran for a city 
council seat in Taylor, he per- 
sonally knocked on 4,300 doors 
to meet potential voters and 
introduce his political agenda. 

But such practices become 
time consuming for incum- 
bents, Pitoniak said, as legisla- 
tive sessions are becoming 
longer and longer. 

In addition to your family, 
Pitoniak said, as you seek 
higher office you need to culti- 
vate more volunteers to reach 
an ever growing voter district. 

“My wife, Denise, has al- 
ways been supportive of my 
political lifestyle. In fact, days 



before we got married, I was 
busy working op the campaign 
of a man seeking the Taylor 
mayor’s seat,” Pitoniak said. 

“Since then my two chil 
dren, Gregory. 11, and Mallory, 
7, have gotten involved in the 
political process,” he contin 
ued. “Both have been busy 
handing out political bro- 
chures and each visited Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial hopeful 
Howard Wolpe and U.S. Sena- 
tors Donald Riegle and Carl 
Levin at the party convention 
in Flint last weekend. 

“Ironically, my son will be 
using the experience as the 
basis for his school’s current 
events write-up this week,” 
Pitoniak said. 


Two years ago, Pitoniak’s 
state representative district 
was switched to include Ro- 
mulus, so his campaign 
changed again. 

"At that time we had a lim- 
ited Romulus connection, so it 
was important to get to know 
city leaders and residents and 
learn what problems were be- 
ing faced here that are differ- 
ent than those in Taylor," he 
said. 

Pitoniak found it helps 
when he and his entire family 
can come to Romulus for such 
events as the Romulus Festi- 
val and the 4th of July Fire- 
works. 

“My children enjoy inter- 
acting with Romulus residents 
both young and old,” Pitoniak 
said. “They enjoyed helping 
their father pass out American 
flags to city residents prior to 
the fireworks display this 
year.” 

Pitoniak sponsors a senior 
citizen breakfast each year at 
which time he discusses local 


issues and recently spoke at 
city council and Kiwanis Club 
meetings. 

On Tuesday he appeared 
before the Greater Romulus 
Chamber of Commerce, where 
he spoke on tax issues and how 
they affect Romulus residents 
since the passage of Proposal 
A. 

Pitoniak feels he is be- 
coming more and more a part 
of Romulus life, as “this year I 
have had four to five times as 
many requests for yard signs. 
In addition, more and more 
volunteers are agreeing to 
work on my behalf in both the 
primary and general election 
campaigns.” 

Pitoniak, who claims to run 
low-key, low pressure, low cost 
campaigns, serves as his own 
campaign manager.

“Each year in the United 
States during the influenza 
season, there are thousands of 
deaths among people who are 
considered to be susceptible 
to the disease and its compli 
cations. In fact, the majority of 


deatiis that have occurred in 
recent years during the infiu 
enza season have been among 
perons 65 years of age and 
older,” said Dr. Donald Law

He urged individuals with 
cardiovascular, pulmonary 


and/or penal system disorders 
and those with diabetes 
mellitus, severe anemia and 
those who impaired immune 
functions to obtain flu shots 
before the season begins.

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Immunization protects 
children from disease 


Children in the Wayne- 
Westland School District were 
protected against disease re- 
cently at ft-ee immunization 
clinics offered by Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne and the 
Oakwood Family Medical Cen- 
ter in Westland. 

More than 700 children 
were immunized which made 
this one of the largest pro- 
grams in the area. The clinics 
offered shots for: measles, 
mumps, and rubella (MMR); 
diphtheria, tetanus and per- 
tussis; polio; and haemophilus 
influenzae type B. 

According to Carla O’Mal- 
ley, senior vice president and 
chief operating officer at An- 
napolis Hospital, immuniza- 
tion is critical for children and 
is a requirement for admit- 
tance to public schools. 

“Most childhood diseases 
could be prevented with 
proper immunization,” O’Mal- 
ley explained. “That’s why this 
is such an important project.” 

O’Malley added that Oak- 
wood’s mission is to positively 
impact the health of its com- 
munity. 

“The only way we can do 


this is if people have access to 
our services,” O'Malley said. 
“Immunization clinics allow 
greater access and therefore, 
allow us to improve the quality 
of life in our community.” 

Money gathered by the Bids 
for Kids program last October 
paid for the clinics. Approx- 
imately $151,000 was raised by 
the event with funds going to 
the various health projects in- 
cluding: $12,000 going for 
transportation for prenatal 
care; $3,000 for an immuniza- 
tion compliance study; $30,000 
for a NorWayne Immunization 
Fair; $73,000 for a Western 
Wayne County Early Child- 
hood Wellness Project; and 
$33,000 for Bids for Kids pro 
gram expenses. 

The 1994 Bids for Kids gala 
is aiming for a goal of $200,000. 
The money will benefit young- 
sters by paying for a pediatrics 
clinic in the emergency room 
at Annapolis Hospital and by 
educating children about 
safety and first aid. 

Classes will be offered at lo- 
cal high schools on Cardio Pul- 
monary Resuscitation (CPR), 
baby sitting, teen pregnancy 


and substance abuse. 

“Last year was the first year 
we did this, and we originally 
set a goal of $20,000,” said Ted 
Martin, chairman of the An 
napolis Foundation Board of 
Trustees. “But as the excite- 
ment grew, we raised our ex- 
pectations.” 

The generosity of the com- 
munity has been appreciated 
by those who are directly in- 
volved with the immunization 
that Bids for Kids supported 

“We are grateful for the sup- 
port of the community,” O’Mal- 
ley said. “It certainly goes 
without saying how much we 
need the community behind us 
and how important our goals 
are. Nothing could be more im- 
portant than looking out for 
children.” 

Martin added that expecta- 
tions for the event are again 
soaring, which means good 
news for community children. 

“Everyone who came last 
year is truly looking forward to 
this year’s gala,” Martin said. 

This year Bids for Kids is 
scheduled for Oct. 14. For

Attempted murderer continues to elude police

Like magician and world famous escapist 
Harry Houdini, a 19 year-old Inkster resident has 
carved out quite a name for himself with his dis- 
appearing act. 

But Leon Dilworth is not a magician - or world 
famous. He is an accused felon who is a fugitive 
from justice for allegedly attempting to take the 
lives of three Inkster residents. 

Dilworth walked out of an Inkster cell last 
month using another prisoner’s name, and he ap- 
parently has disaDpeared into thin air. He is the 
first person in receiit years to escape the local 
jail. 

“We have followed up some leads but they have 
led to nowhere,” said Inkster Detective James 
Vergona, who is in charge of the investigation. 
“We need some help on this one.”

counts of a'tempted murder, made good on his 
escape is almost as incredible as his continuous 
ability to elude law enforcement. 

Dilworth and a co-defendant, Reginald Taylor, 
were arrested and charged in a drive-by shooting 
that apparently was in retaliation of the shooting 
death of Taylor’s mother. 

Angela Taylor, 36, was shot-to-death while 
asleep in the family home on Carlysle Avenue on 
July 1, 1994 in what police said was a drive-by 
shooting. No suspects have been arrested, and 
the case remains open. 


Two weeks later, Dilworth and Taylor allegedly 
were involved in an argument with people who 
they believe were involved in Mrs. Taylor’s death. 
That argument led to the shooting police believe. 

Police arrested Dilworth and Taylor and 
housed them in separate cells until their exam- 
inations. However, before Dilworth made his ap- 
pearance before 22nd District Court Judge Sylvia 
James, he managed to escape. 

Police believe that Dilworth had the help of a 
friend. 

Dilworth shared a cell with Cedric Booker, an 
acquaintance of Dilworth’s, police said. 

Dilworth persuaded Booker, 17, who was in jail 
because he failed to post a $200 bond for misde- 
meanor, to allow him to use his name. Then, he 
got on the cell telephone and asked a friend to 
come to the police station and post a bond for 
Booker.

Haiti invasion halted. Community 
Baptist Church congregation rejoices

By scrubbing the American trade embargo, the negoti- 
ated end - or intermission - of the Haiti crisis has raised 
hopes in Westland. 

“Thank God the embargo’s over,” said the Rev. John 
Hearn, pastor of the Peoples Community Baptist Church 
in Westland. 

Pastor Hearn expects the agreement between the 
United States and Haiti to allow his congregation to 
legally resume sending food, clothing, and money, and 
provide education and health care to 75 orphans living at 
the C & S (Caring and Sharing) Mission dormitory in 
Port-au-Prince. 

The mission, founded by Rev. Hearn in 1983, is sup- 
ported mainly by donations from his congregation and 
three churches in Detroit It is one of the few organiza- 


tions in Haiti founded and operated by African- Ameri- 
cans. However, the embargo, which the United States 
has pledged to end, crimped Hearn’s charitable efforts. 

“The intentions of the embargo were good, but it had a 
reverse effect,” Hearn said. “Rather than forcing out the 
coup leaders, it starved many people. To many it was 
devastating. 

“Prior to the embargo, we were able to ship food and 
get money through. Once or twice a year, I personally 
carried over hundreds of pounds of food to the mission- 
ary in Port-au-Prince. Now we have boxes of food in our 
office, sitting here for months, while our children are 
pretty much naked and have been reduced to one meal a 
day.” 

Watching the boxes stack up in the church hallways 
was doubly difficult for the pastor because, during the

Iacocca gambles with Romulus as a casino site

New talk of possible casinos appearing in Romulus was heard this past 
week involving former Chrysler Corp. chairman Lee Iacocca and Mayor Bev- 
erly McAnally. 

McAnally has confirmed that talks between officials of Full House Resorts 
Inc. and her office have occurred, but no deal has been struck. 

“We met with Mr. Iaccocca in Southfield earlier this summer and discussed 
a number of options,” McAnally said Friday. “We agreed to no deal and are 
also talking to other big names in the casino industry.” 

Full House Resorts Inc. is a development company lead by Iacocca and th£ 
group already has reportedly signed agreements with four Michigan Indian 
tribes for a casino development within 30 miles of Detroit 

Any such casino operation would need the approval of Gov. John Engler 
and the U.S. Department of Interior. 

In a recent advisory election, Detroit voters approved inner city and river 
boat gambling operations, but Engler has blocked such plans for now. 

Engler however appeared with McAnally at the Sept 16 ground-breaking 


of the Vining Road interchange and was given an extremely warm welcome 
by the mayor, even though both executives are members of opposing political 
parties and Engler is currently involved in a re-election campaign with 
Democrat Howard Wolpe. 

It is hoped that the Vining Road interchange will lead to massive develop- 
ment in Romulus and the creation of many new jobs. Talks concerning ca- 
sinos, a possible Tiger Stadium, a convention center and even a regional 
family-style amusement park being located on the more than 1,000 acres of 
city owned land have been heard in recent years. 

Both McAnally and city Community Development Director Jane Downing 
have attended several national and regional casino related seminars in the 
past two years to learn the process of attracting such casino developments. 

While some minor citizen verbal opposition has been raised to potential 
casinos at past City Council meetings, no major opposition leaders have 
appeared as yet. 

In the meantime. McAnally and council leaders have continued to stress at 
such meetings that at this time casinos are not allowed by state law in 
Romulus.

Hut most if not all council 
members appear to support 
possible casinos being located 
within the city, although sev- 
eral continue to refrain from 
making public statements on 
the issue. 

Romulus leaders also have 
held off from guaranteeing 
that city voters would be of- 
fered a chance to express their 
views in an advisory election, 
similar to the ones conducted 
in Detroit in recent years. 

McAnally continues to state 
that while she has some reser- 
vations toward casinos in gen- 
eral, so feels that 
municipalities must find some 
alternate revenue sources to 
pay for the heavy cost of gov- 
ernment operations today. 

“We have been turned down 
repeatedly by local voters on 
city millage plans and thus 
need to explore all other possi- 
ble revenue avenues.

of missionary property: the 
mission teaches self- 
sufficiency. 

Starvation and poverty are 
all too common in Haiti be- 
cause of low wages, high 
prices, and the 80 percent illit- 
eracy with no public schools, 
Hearn said. “I've never seen 
poverty to compare with 
Haiti’s. When you talk about 
poverty in America, it’s based 
on people not making a certain 
amount of money. In Haiti peo- 
ple are starving with no light at 
the end of the tunnel. People 
live and die without having 


ever seen a doctor. People are 
so poor that if you send them 
seeds, they don't have the hoes 
to dig. They work all year for 
14 cents per hour - it's like 
slave labor. A teacher makes 
S60-$70 per month. Yet. since 
the embargo, a gallon of gas- 
oline costs $38 on the black 
market and a box of powdered 
milk costs $29." 

For all the hardship they 
suffer, the orphans are. ac- 
cording to Hearn, hard and 
creative students and workers. 

“They are proud of the can- 
dles and flashlights they study 


by,” he said. "They create art 
from the least things, like a 
stick of wood." 

The orphans’ creations, 
paintings, carvings, and weav- 
ings are on display at the Peo- 
ples Community Baptist 
Church. 29745 Annapolis 
Road. 

The prospect of achieving 
such excellent results and 
"keeping our children alive’’ 
caused the mission to partially 
evade the embargo, flying in 
food on Agape Flights, a Flor 
ida airline, and bribing au- 
thorities to let in food. 


“You have to bribe to take in 
food,” he said. “If you take in 
1.000 pounds, you have to be 
kind to them up front or they 
will cut your milk boxes open. 
I understand. They are hungry 
people working for nothing. 
The whole culture works like 
that. You have to share.” 

Besides his charitable work 
in Haiti, Hearn stays in touch 
with Haitians in the United 
States, twice meeting Haitian 
President Jean Bertrand Aris- 
tide,’ who was banished by a 
military coup, and whose res- 
toration has motivated Ameri 


can foreign policy since 1992. 

Though not involved in 
Haitian politics, Hearn credits 
Aristide with trying to improve 
the Haitian’s standard of living 
by proposing taxes on the 
wealthy, who are not taxed, 
and creating a public school 
system. “The coup has 
branded his program commu- 
nism,” said Hearn. 

As for Aristide’s future, 
Hearn cannot predict how long 
Aristide will last. 

“At least there’s a chance 
for another democratic elec- 
tion,” he said.

Court rules disorderly conduct for man accused of shattering leg

A 22-year-old Wayne man 
charged with four counts of as- 
sault with intent to do great 
bodily harm, unlawful driving 
away of an automobile and re- 
ceiving and concealing stolen 
property more than $100 was 
found guilty of a lesser charge 
Sept. 21. 

During a waiver trial, Carl 
Wayne Boone, was found guilty 
of disorderly person being 
drunk before Detroit Wayne 
County Recorder’s Court 
Judge Leonard Townsend. 

An Oct. 5 sentencing has 
been set for Boone. The defen- 
dant was accused of driving 
his vehicle into four people, 
shattering a Westland man’s 
leg when he allegedly pinned 
the victim between a building 
and his car on Jan. 31. 

Boone had been removed 
from the Rock-A-Way Cafe, 
34275 Ford Road in Westland, 
following an altercation. 


The fight allegedly started 
when Boone became angry 
with his 21 -year- old date and 
slammed her head into a wall. 

A nearby patron confronted 
Boone and a fist fight ensued, 
the victim testified 

Boone somehow managed to 
obtain the keys to his date’s 
1990 Ford Mustang before be- 
ing escorted out of the bar. 

Shortly after the man left, 
Rock-A-Way doorman John 
Giocomarra testified that he 
went outside and allegedly 
told Boone to leave, but soon 
after returning to the bar he 
heard “a loud metal bending 
sound” and went outside to in- 
vestigate. 

The doorman saw Boone 
standing between two parked 
cars and when he approached 
the vehicles he noticed a dent 
in the rear panel of his ft'iend’s 
Ford Escort, the employee tes- 
tified. 

Giocomarra said he warned 
the defendant to leave before 
the vehicle owner discovered 
the damage. 

“I told him there would be 
an incident if he didn’t get out 


of there,” Giocomarra said. 

When the doorman re- 
turned with the Escort owner, 
Boone was sitting in the pas- 
senger side of a red Mustang 
parked next to the Escort, Gio- 
comarra testified. 

A few minutes later, Gio- 
comarra said, a group of pa- 
trons came out of the bar after 
a customer announced that 
someone was damaging cars in 
the parking lot. 

Bar employee Don Hendrix, 
29, testified that he ap- 
proached Boone about the car 
damage and when he asked 
the defendant if he was re- 
sponsible for the damage, 
Boone grabbed the Mustang 
steering wheel and pulled 
himself across the seat. 


According to Hendrix, 
Boone started the Mustang 
when the employee ap- 
proached the driver’s side 
door and backed up quickly 
with Hendrix hanging on the 
car door. 

“My arm got stuck inside the 
car. 1 was dragged back 10 
feet,” Hendrix said. 

Hendrix fell off the vehicle 
when it came to a stop and Gio- 
comarra approached the Mus- 
tang in an attempt to get the 
license plate number, accord- 
ing to testimony. 

The doorman testified that 
Boone looked at him, put the 
car in drive, and while he was 
attempting to jump to safety, 
Giocomarra was struck in the 


leg causing him to land on the 
hood of the Mustang. 

As the Mustang continued 
forward, Westland resident 
Gordon Pelto, 28, was struck 
and pinned between the car 
and a wall. 

Boone then backed up over 
the parking block, striking a 
patron’s hand and damaging a 
Mercury Capri and drove off 
onto Wildwood Road with no 
lights on, according to testi- 
mony. 


Pelto was rushed to An- 
napolis Hospital in Wayne and 
then transported to the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Hospital in 
Ann Arbor where he remained 
for 15 days recovering from a 
shattered right leg. 

Pelto testified that he will 
continue to receive medical at- 
tention for at least six months. 

Giocomarra and two other 
victims were not seriously in- 
jured and were released from 
local hospitals.

Hannan at Waltz 
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Regular guy pounds pavement for 
8th District State Senate seat

People might think of him 
as a candidate, but he views 
himself as just a regular citi- 
zen who is sick and tired of the 
political games being played 
at the expense of taxpayers. 

Loren Bennett, Republican 
State Senate candidate for the 
8th District, spends countless 
hours each week introducing 
himself to citizens. 

‘To me, the absolute legiti- 
mate campaign is not a lot of 
glitzy ads. It’s getting out, talk- 
ing and listening to the peo- 
ple,” he said. “I have met 
thousands of people and I am 
just so happy when they see 
me somewhere and remember 
me.” 

Bennett’s family is also 
pounding the pavement and 
introducing their favorite can- 
didate. His wife, Terri, and 
daughters, Wendy, 15, and 
Cindy, 10, are supporting him 
with literature drops and in- 
troductions within the district 

“I couldn’t think of a better 
qualified candidate,” said 
Terri Bennett “I believe in the 
issues and whether it was 
Loren Bennett or Joe Smith, 
I’d be out there supporting 
him.” 

“And if he doesn’t come 
through on the issues he 
speaks of, I’ll be out there 
pounding the street for the 
next candidate,” she contin- 



ued. 

Although campaigning has 
been rigorous work for Ben- 
nett, who also serves as Canton 
Township clerk, nothing 
brought as much stress to his 
life as watching a long-time 
friend slowly fade out of his 
life. 

Bennett grew up with Doug 
Peterson, a former Livonia po- 
lice officer and Plymouth resi- 
dent. 

“One year before I started 
my campaign, he had a stroke,” 
said Bennett. “But my friend 
told me to go forward with the 
campaign and he even helped, 
as long as he could.” 

As the campaign progressed 
however, Peterson’s condition 
worsened. 

“At the end of every day, I’d 
go sit with him at St. Joe’s Hos- 
pital. Sometimes I would not 
get there until midnight,” he 
said while searching the floor 
for strength. “I would tell him 
about the campaign.” 

After the Aug. 2 primary, Be- 
nnett was advanced to the gen- 
eral election and Peterson was 
transported to his parents’ 
house, where he would live out

the rest of his days. 

“All of his friends and fam- 
ily set up a rotation schedule 
to care for him at home,” said 
the man. “Hospice had come in 
to show us how to help.” 

On the final night, Bennett 
woke at 4 a.m. to give his friend 
the necessary medicine. 

“I told him it was OK to 
leave us behind. That he did 
not have to hold on for us, and 
when I woke an hour later, he 
was gone,” said Bennett 

While his friend’s death has 
affected the candidate, Ben- 
nett said it has only made him 
more determined and commit- 
ted to the people. 

“It’s important to me not to 
win or lose, but to do the best I 
can, because I would not want 
Doug to be disappointed. My 
biggest fear is letting people 
down,” he said. 

Bennett is careful to re- 
member the people he is try- 
ing to represent as well as the 
people he already does repre- 
sent as clerk. Most impor- 
tantly, however, he remembers 
the people in his life. 

“When Loren decided to do 
this, he came to the family unit 
and said ‘this is what I want to

do,”’ said Terri Bennett. “He 
needed 100 percent and he got 
it.” 

The challenge for the Ben- 
nett family is working toward a 
successful candidacy while 
maintaining some sort of nor- 
malcy in their children’s lives. 

“We may not have lives, but 
our children do,” said Terri 
Bennett. “Wendy has her 
friends and Cindy has soccer. 
Speaking of which, Loren can 
you take Cindy to soccer prac- 
tice today?” 

“I can’t because I’ve got a 
flat tire,” he said to his wife. 
“See we’ve got the same prob- 
lems as everyone else,” he con- 
cluded. 


Cops closer to nabbing 
bank robbery suspects

Local and federal authori- 
ties could be getting one step 
closer to nabbing the suspects 
involved with a Sept. 14 bank 
robbery and carjacking. 

According to Canton Towns- 
hip Community Relations Offi- 
cer Tammie Colling, “the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tions (FBI) believes the people 
who robbed Standard Federal 
in Canton have taken part in 
other bank robberies through- 
out the Metro Detroit area 
over the past year. They are 
now offering an $8,000 re- 
ward.”

Two black men pulled up to 
the door of the bank, at 44101 
Ford Road, just after 2 p.m., 
Canton Township police said. 
One of the men, between 6-feet 
and 6-feet 4-inches tall, en- 
tered the bank and waived a 
black, semi-automatic hand- 
gun as he announced the hold 
up. 

The second man, described 
as approximately 130 pounds 
and 19 years of age, followed 
him in with a long-barreled 
gun and grabbed the bank 
manager out of her office. 

The men then ordered the 
tellers, one by one, to empty 
their registers into a dark, gar- 
bage bag while one gunman 
held the manager hostage. Af- 
ter retrieving all the money, 
the men fled the scene in a 
beige Mercury Sable south on 
Elmhurst. 

“We believe they took 
Elmhurst, which runs along 
the west side of the bank, to 
Saltz to Lilley, where they 
dropped off the car in Bedford 
Villas,” said Colling. “We be- 
lieve they had their own car 
there or had a car (and an ac- 
complice) waiting for them.” 

Both men were wearing gas 
masks and surgical gloves dur- 
ing the incident, obscuring 
their identity. Authorities are 
hoping to learn more about 
their identity from finger- 
prints left inside the vehicle 
stolen from a Kmart parking 
lot in Westland. 

According to reports from 
Westland Police Department, 
the stolen car was entered into 
lien after the 76-year-old regis- 
tered owner reported it stolen 
in the area of Wayne and 
Cherry Hill. 

The woman was sitting in 
her car when a man. approx- 
imately 5-feet 7- inches, en- 
tered her vehicle through the 
unlocked passenger door and 
instructed her to grab her 
purse and get out of the car. 
police said. 

When the victim motioned 


for her car keys, the man re- 
portedly grabbed them from 
her and repeated the order. 

No shots were fired in ei- 
ther incident, said authorities. 
No one was injured.
